This day, the fift of Nouember, a fatall 


inauſpicious day, branded in hiſtoric 


with ablacke coale for miſchicfe. Among 
the Grecians it was kept with fad folemni- 
tie for the loſſeofnoble Aratus, the often 
preſeruer of his country. Among the 
lewes famous forthe (laughter of Zach 
rias the Prieſt, that day butchered in the 
temple, berwecne theporchand the altar, 


our Sauiour vpbraiding the murder , ma-

ny yeetesafcer the fat. Among our ſclues 
neucr to be forgotten, a dayfor which 
we neede no Darius prompter, Meneento 
Athenienſam ; A day, quem ſemper acerbuns, 
ſemper bonoratum, as he {aid of his fathers 
death day, eucrto be thought ypon with 
fadnefle, and yet cucr ro bee remembred 
withioy. Far as Lucallus faid of a day 
ominous & fatall, he would -make itluckic 
and proſperous: ſo bleſſed be the change, 
God hath turned the funcrall into a felti- 
uall.l wilnot recountthe well known fto- 
ry,only I muftput the Quare, why againi 
our gracious Soueraigne ? Could any 
complaine of his juſtice ? That is ſuch 
as it were not belt for any greatneſle to 


aduenture vpon. Or of his mercie? that - 


is ſuch as his encmies neucr implorediin 
vaine. Or ofhis ynquiet diſpoſttion? he 
isthe Neſtor of the times; Componere lives 
iter Pelidenjeſtinat,ep inter Atriden. Hee 
was: cuer,cucr will be,the Noah of theage, 
borne to giue men relt from theirtoiles 
and labours , the loadftar of his ations 
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is peace: he hath alwaycs called ro the 
Pare evils raging” Chriſtians , as the moderate Ro- 
=”. man,Spareyour blood,ſpend ner that pro- 
digally among your ſelucs, which thrifti- 
ly imployed,might ranſome your friends, 
and ruine your enemies. What cauſe then 
can you alledge ? yes a colour ; one fault 
his Maicſtie hach; which ſure he will neuer 
amend; the ſame faulr which was 
found in Damel long agoe : hee was ſa 
fithfult as no blame,no occa{ton found, 
but onely in the worlhip and: ſeruice 
of his God. Thar is the true Quare. 
His Maieſtie docth not open his win- 
dowes tothe Romane Saints, but toward 
Teruſalem aboue, and prayes to the God of 
Heauen. No roaring of Bulles can make 
him ſet yp an Idolatrous: calfe, as Terobo- 
&n did : Hee will not ere& Images, as 
Nabuchadneazar did ; nor, to gratific any 
forraigne Power, ſet vp an Altar, accor- 
ding to the patterne of Damaſcus, as Achas 
did; noraltcr his Profeſſion forAfkinitic, 
as Hemor and Sichem did.. This was the 
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Quareof their malice, and withall of Gods 


mercic towards him,For as all Kingsand 
Kingdomesarewvnderthe wings of Gods 
on : yet thole principally, where
